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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The amendment overcomes the written description rejection made under 

35 U.S.C. § 1 12, first paragraph as indicated in the previous Office action dated 

July 3, 2008. 

The amendment as indicated above overcomes the obviousness 
rejections made under 35 U.S.C. § 103 (a) in the same Office action. While the 
cited prior arts generally suggests the use of a polymer viscosity modulator with a 
glycol, a silicone, and a quaternium within the recited weight amounts and the pH 
with an aid of a buffering agent, there is no teaching, suggestion, or motivation to 
use the specific type of the polymer viscosity modulator, a blend of 
polyquaternium-37 propylene glycol dicaprylate/dicaprate and PPG-1 trideceth-6, 
and no other acidifying agent to produce a cosmetic composition of the claimed 
pH range. Thus the claims as amended are viewed novel and unobvious over 
the prior arts.
